Sir Henry Dray Minister 
of Finance, in his speech when intro- 
ducing the Budget, pointed out that 
business with the United Kingdom 
continues to be satisfactory, imports 
from these having risen from $126,- 
359,249 in 1919 to $21 3,930,946 in 1920, 
with the added sati on to Cana- 
dian buyers and consumers that their 
dollars ave at a premium in the Eng- 
lish market, as aga a discount in 
the United States.
